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| ‘THE BOMBARDMENT. 
Inside Experience of a Baltimore 
. Brick-layer. 


Mr. A. Parlett Lloyd sends the 
Baltimore Sun the following inter- 
esting reminiscence :— 

The bombardment of Fort Sumter 
is a favorite theme with writers on 
the late war, because it was indis- 
pubably the opening of hostilities. 

et not one of them has stopped to 
record the gallant conduct and 
heroic bravery of the Baltimore 
brick-laycr, John Swearer, who has 
the distinction of being the first man 
wounded in the civil war. I became 
on Sethe y with that unpretending 
individual several years ago, and 
was partly instrumental in having 
his name placed upon the pension 
rolls of the United States; for, be it 
remembered, our generotis Govern- 
ment, In recognition of his merito- 
rious service, has bestowed upon him 
“ee pre pay a A. commencing 

€ passage of the speci 
of 1884, passag pecial act 

Mr. Swearer resides at No. 202 
North Bond Street, Baltimore, and 
though greatly incapacitated on ac- 
count of his wounds, still works at 
his trade. He tells the story f the 
opening chapter of the bloody epoch 
in terse language. ‘‘By the 11th of 
April,” says he, ‘‘ things were get- 
ting pretty warm. For some time 
the Confederates had been gathering 
by thousands. We wajched them 
from Sumter taking possession of 
forts Moultrie and Pickney, yet were 
‘powerless to interfere, Our-supplies 
were getting low, and Major Ander- 
son had asked for relief, but we knew 
that as soon as a Government fleet 
appeared we would commence to 
feel the hot shell pour into us. 
There was in the fort at the time 
about seventy soldiers and thirtv- 
five or forty workmen like myself, 
who had been sent there to make 
repairs. And, let me tell you, it 
wasn’t all of them who crouched be- 
hind the walls of Fort Sumter who 
loved the flag that waved over us, or 
who would have raised a hand in its 
defense. The Star of the West was 
expected to arrive shortly, and we 
were on the lookout for fireworks. 
About 4:15 0’clock on the mornin 
of the 12th of April, 1861 (oh, 
never shall forget it), 1 was standing 
with Lieut. Jeff. C. Davison the ram- 
ports, making ready for an attack; 
when boom, a shell came whizzing 
between us from the enemy’s strong- 
hold. It was the first gun fired— 
the index of the fearful crisis to fol- 
low. For the moment we were 
stunned. Then Lieut. Davis sprang 
-behind a cannon for safety, and I— 
well, I—I know not what I did, but 
you can calculate I got out of the 
way mighty quickly. A few minutes 
afterward Gen: J. D. Foster ordered 
me to go out among my fellow work: 
men and ask for volunteers—he 
knew very well that I was ready to 
battle for Uncle Sam. I obeyed, 
and succeeded only in getting thir- 
teen men out of the whole gang! Oh, 
sir, if I'd had my way I’d have shot 
gil the rest! 

‘‘ Then came the terrible cannon- 
ading; shell after shell burst upon 
our ramparts, and we returned fire 
as best wecould. It wasan unequal 
battle, and we foresaw that unless 
assistance came surrender was 
inevitable. Nevertheless, not one 
of those who fought thought of giv- 
ing up while life lasted or there re- 
mained a remnant of the old fort. 
Major Donbleday commanded Com- 
pany E, and I tell you he made us 
work like demons. " Allthatday and 
part of the next I managed one of 
the guns, though each shell that 
struck against the side of the but- 
tress threatened to knock a fellow 
into Judgment day. During the 
fight, on the 13th of April, a shell 
exploded 7 above me, and at the 
moment I was taking the enemy’s 
measure, and it settled me, sir; it 
settled me for that fight. I knew 
no more-till along time, and then 
the battle was over and Fort Sumter 
was demolished. If my memory 
should ever fail me I have only to 
look at my limb or to over-exert my- 
self in the slightest, and my wound 
will remind me.’’ 

The facts narrated above are cor- 
roborated ‘by the following letter, 
dated Mendham, N. J., Decemder 
a 1885, from Major Gen. Double- 

ay :— 

**In the first opening of the ene- 
my’s batteries against Fort Sumter 
(April 12, 1861), the fort was garri- 
soned by only two companies: of 
United States artillery, under the 
command of Major Robert Ander- 
son. I commanded one of these 
companies. Our sixty men were in- 
vested by several thousand. The 
labors that devolved upon the regu- 
lar troops were immense in their 
efforts to put the work in a proper 
condition to resist an assault. In 
this emergency John Swearer, with 
afew of his companions, who were 


were at work in the fort, served at 
the guns during the bombardment, 
and performed all the duties of a 
soldier. At the close of the action 
Swearer was badly wounded by a 
iece of shell entering his body. 
e was the first man wounded in 
Instead of $4 a 
month pension, dating only from 
1884, I think his pension should’ be 
increased, and it should date from 
the day he was wounded.

President Cleveland, wife, sister and 
niece came down from Holland Patent 
onacoach this morning. They were 
met by the Centennial Committee 


| from Clinton, and a brief address of 


welcome was made, to which the 
President responded in a few words. 
The Utica Jacksonians, with the 
twelfth infantry. band, saluted the 
President and his wife as they stood 
upon the platform of the coach. 
Crowded trains have been running to 
Clinton all the morving. An immense 
crowd was at the rutilroad station as 
the President’s train moved ou:; they 
cheered the President and waved their 


his acknowledgements. 


) CLINTON, N. Y., July 13. 
President Cleveland and party 
reached Clinton about 10 o’clock a. mM, 
Ap im meuse crowd was at the station 
to greetthem. ‘They were escorted by 
the Jacksonians to Mrs, O. 8S. Wil- 
liams’ residence, where they were 
greeted by prominent members of 
the Centenoial Committee and many 
venerable citizens, while a parade of 
six divisions was guing over its route. 
In the parade were the chiefs and de- 
cendants of the Indians who gave 
the site of the village to its 
founders, Skeaudea and  Doxtaler, 
and over one hundred Onvidas, 
with an Indian band trom _ the 
Onoodoga reservation. Nearly all the 
available space within the Village lim- 
its was crowded with spectators, ani 
they are goming inon every train and 
by every readway. After the parads, 
the President spent an hour in receiv- 
ings cellers at Mrs, Williams home, 
and over three thou-and people were 
present, 

TLe exercises in the park did not 
commence until 2 o’clock. Rev. 
Henry Dailing, President of Hamilton 
College, offered the opening prayer. 
Rev.E. P. Powell made the addre«s of 
welcome to which the President re- 
sponded as follows: 

The President said: I am by no 
means certain of my standing here 
amoug those who celebrate Clinton’s 
existence as a village. My recollec- 
tions of the place reach bacex ward but 
about thirty-six years,and my resi- 
dence here covered a very brief period, 


distinct to-day, and pleasant too, 
theugh not entirely free froin a sombre 
coloring. It was herein the school at 
the foot of College hill that I begau 
my preparation for college life, and 
enjoyed the anticipation of a colle- 
giate education. I read a little latin 
with two other boys inthe class. I 
think I floundered through four books 
of Avneid and struggied with ten lines 
of Virgil, which at first made up my 
daily task, which is amusing as re- 
membered now, but with them I was 
also forced to remember that instead 
of being beginning a higher educa- 
tion for which I dearly longed, they 
occurred near the esd of my school 
advantages. This suggests a disap- 
pointment which no lapse of time can 
alleviate, and a_ deprivation I 
have sadly felt with every 
passing year.’’ The President then 
recalled citizens still familiar to his 
memory, and continued, “I know 
that you will bear with me my 
friends if I yield toan impulre which 
the mation of home creates, and 
—_ of my own home here, and how 
through the memories which cluster 
about it, I may claim a tender rela- 
tionship to your-village, Here it was 
that our cgre's circle Was — @ntire, 
Parents and children lived day after 
day in loving and affectionate con- 
verse, and here for the last time, we 
met around the family altar and 
thanked God that our housshold was 
unbroken by death or separation. 
We never met together in any other 
home after leaving this; death fol- 
lowed closely on our departure, and 
thus itis, that with advancing years, 
[ survey what havoc death has made, 
the thoughts of my early home be- 
comé more and more sacred. [he re- 
membrance of this pleasant spot so re- 
lated, is reviewed and chastened, and 
[I can only add my thanks for the 
privilege of being with you to-day,and 
I wish for the v 
future a continuation and increase of 
the blessings of the past.”’

Sandwich Islaad Affairs. 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 153. 
The steamship Australia, which ar- 
rived from Honolula to-day, confirms 
the report by the Australian steamer 
of the downfall of the Gibson Minis- 


try, and the formation of a 
new Cabinet, since which time 
there has been no large gath- 
erings of people or unusual 
excitement. The military continues 
to remain on duty, and the new min- 
istry has assuined control of the gov- 
ernment, and a new constitution was 
to be laid before the King on the day 
the steamer left.

LAKE TAHOE. 
is San Francisco, Oakland and 
Several Intermediate Towns to 
Enjoy the Privilege of a Supply 

ef Water From This Body ? 

Tbere has been a rumor floating 
about San Francisco curing the 
past few days that the Lake Tahoe 
Water Company was about to 


begin operatioas for good, and that 


before a very great time Oakland 
and San Francisco, together witb 


several iutermediaie towns, will 
enjoy the privileye of a» mountain 


lake water supply. 

An Examiner reporter asked 
Engineer Von Schmidt what truth 
there was in the report and 
whether the Nevada Bank was in- 
terested. 

“T suppose you think it would be 
the easiest matter in the world for 
me to say yesor no, butitisn’t. I 
don’t feel at liberty to say any- 
thing one way or the other about 
it. This much I can say: Your 
aper is a little bitin advance. It 
‘is too early te state anything in re- 

ard to what the company intend 

oing. 

‘“‘The company has been in exist- 
ence since 1865, and considerable 
money has already been spent one 
way or another, perfecting our 
plans, Tue pian followed would be 
substantially the one approved of 
in my report of 1877. Oue thing is 
certain, the city needs more water, 
and with its rapid increase in popu- 
lation it is a great conundrnm 
where an adequate supply is to 
come from. The Spring Valley 
at present doesn’t fillthe bill. They 
are spending a great deal of money 
on their new dam, but it is a ques- 
tion as to where the water is to 
come from to fill the new lake. 

I don’t want to say anything 
against the Spring Vulley Com- 
pany. It had an opportunity to 
purchase our rights some time ago, 
but it pooh poohed thescheme. But 
a time will come when they will 
need more water, notwithstanding 
theirdam. This Tahoe project bas 
ever been a great hobby of mine, 
andIam satisfied that I shall live 
tosee my plauscarried out. This 
is all I will say.”’ 

The Lxaminer reporter called on 


Charles Webb Howard, the Presi- 
dent of the Spring Valley Cuom- 
pany. 

“so the Taboe scheme is cming 
to the front again,’’ said Mr. How- 
ard. ‘‘lt makes me feel like a very 
old man when I try to think when 
it was first heard of. Of course you 
haven’t the time to look at a mass 
of statistics I could show you, but 
they are brought to demonstrate to 
anyone's satisfaction what I might 
always call the wildness of the 
Taboe plan. 

“But perhaps afterall the situa- 
tion can bes: be summed up in this 
way. Take the city of London. 
The water supply of that city is as 
scant and of as pooraquality as any 
city you could name. 

“Now the vity of London could 
bave a water supply equal in quan- 
tity and quality to any place in the 
world by tappiog the Welsh lakes. 
Wales is well supplied with lakes 
which hold an inexhaustible supply 
of witer, These lakes are as near 
London as Tahoe is to San Fran- 
cisco, and they present fewer engi- 
neering difficulties. Still, London, 
whose water, as I said, is of the 


seal’ 


poorest quality, does not feel jus- 
tified in going to the enormous ex- 
pense thit the Welsh lakes de- 
mand. | 

“When London, with its popu- 
lation of over 5,000,000, hesitates in 
a scheme involving money, it i+ 
safe to say that San Fraucisco will 
not rush ahead with the Tahoe 
pian. Mr. Flood and Mr. Mackay 
aren’t going to be led to furnish 
the city water simply for charity’s 
sake. | 

“*'T have been told that Mr. Flood 
djisay that-he wasiu favor of the 
Tahoe plau.’’ 

Mr. Fiood could not be found, 
but Mr. Brander said that he was 
positive there was po truth in the 
rumor. ‘“I should be pretty ce-- 
tain to hear of the affair, and I as- 
sure you, that you are the first per- 
son who has mentioned the subject. 
Mr. Flood could tell you in a mo- 
ment, cf course that is,’’ corrected 
Mr. Brander, ‘‘Mr. Fiood could if 
he wanted to.”

The Frankel Assets. 

In the matter of the attachment 
suit of Marie Suize against F.S. 
Wildes, assignee of L. B. Frankel 
& Co., which came up for hearing 
in the United States Circuit Court 
at Carsop Monday before Stephen 
J. Field, of the Supreme Court, and 
District Judge Sabin, Justice Field, 
delivering the judgment of the 
Court, said: ‘*The State Court hav- 
ing acquired jurisdiction of the as- 
sets of the Frankels, and having all 
the property turned over. to an as- 
signee before the suit of the Federal 
Court was begun, the U. 8. Court 
would not interfere in any manner 
with the State Court, which has 
ample authority to adjudicate all 
matters in connection with the said 
insolvents.’’ The effect of this de- 
cision will be to leave the assignee 
tree and untrammelled to proceed 
in the distribution of the assets on 
hand, pro rata, among the Frankel 
creditors, unless interfered with by 
the State Supreme Court. Geveral 
Clarke, attorney for Marie Suize, 
argued aud submitted the case to 
the latter tribunal prior to carrying 
it to the U. 3. Circuit Court. The 
State Supreme Judges have not yet 
rendered their decision. .
